Now to conclude with my most unorothodox and rival¬ 
rated conversation, I shall say only one thing: “May the 
bluebird of intellectual hostilities rest upon your shoulder 
till your li’l ol’ brain can understand this most difficult 
arrangement of unmeaningful words that I have wrote.”

I am often asked how I 
can find something to write 
about the Pasadena schools 
eveiy week. 

It’s really very simple. 
There are .52 columns a yeai'. 
I only need 52 to 104 major 
scandals a year to keep 
going. 

The real problem is what 
to do with the excess .scan¬ 
dals. Usually I pass them 
on to my colleagues on the 
daily new.spapers. It’s nice 
to lielp them out, even when 
tliey are ungrateful. 

But this week, I am break¬ 
ing precedent and exposing 
no new scandals. Instead, 
I’d like to struggle through 
an Intellectual exercise with 
th(> readers. Perhaps this ex¬ 
ercise will make fut u r o 
.scaiMlals focus a little more 
clearly. 

There is much confusion 
and cwitroversy about the 
words “integration,” "segre¬ 
gation,” “de-.«egrogat i o n,” 
"re-segregation,” etc., as ap¬ 
plied to sdliools. 

People have hone.st dif¬ 
ferences of opinion a,s they 
shoulti; but they also fail 
to understand each other, as 
they .should not. 

Let's try a few simple de- 
finitUtPS in an initial at¬ 
tempt to clear .up mi.sunder- 
sianding: 

The fundamental form of 
.segregation i.s that which 
totally describes a school 
■district Any all-white or all¬ 
minority school district is so 


segregated. Examples are 
San Marino (all-white) and 
Compton (all-minority). Lei 
us define this phenomenon 
as "alpha-segregation.’’ 

Then we have a form of 
segregation where s o m e 
schools WITHIN a district 
are largely white and others 
largely minority. 'Phis can 
be called "beta-segregation.” 

Finally, We have the Pasa¬ 
dena .situation are .nominally 
beta-integrated, but indivi¬ 
dual students voluntar 11 y 
clu.ster together by race be- 
lore and after school, and at 
recesses. This may bp named 
"gamma-segregaiton.” 

Integration is not a PROb- 
LEM in alpha-segregated 
districts. Therefore, busing is 
not considered as a SOLU¬ 
TION. 

The problem arises in 
beta-segregated districts. In 
these, busing is often pro¬ 
posed a;s a pa.nacea. 

I.n .siuQh cases, busing in¬ 
evitably leads first to gam¬ 
ma-segregation and tnen, 
ultimately, to alpha-segrega¬ 
tion. Pasadena (Sierra Ma- 
dro) )is a perfect example. 

Now note this carefully. 

A di.strict with ONE kind 
of segregtion (beta) adopts 
•busing IN ’HfE NAME OF 
IN’IEGRATION. 

Then it ends up, like Pasa¬ 
dena, with TvVO kinds of 
segregation (alpha a ,n d 
gamma). 

Thus, the so-called INTE- 
GRATIONISTS are really 
promoting SEGREGATION.

1. QUESTION: When does the now Fictitious 
Name Law take effect? 

ANSWER: It took effect on July 1, 1971. 


11. QUESTION: What is the cost of filing and 
publishing? 

ANSWER: Statutory filing fee for the new 
statement, inclusive of mandatory certification of 
a copy by the County Clerk, is $10.00. Publica¬ 
tion charge for the four insertions of the notice is 
determined by the selected newspaper. 

12. QUESTION: Can two or more fictitious name 
businesses operating under different names from the 
same address but owned by the same person or per¬ 
sons file and publish under a single statement? 

ANSWER: Yes, provided two or more filing 
fees of $10.00 each are paid the County Clerk for 
multiple indexing, and provided that printer's proofs 
of publication are provided the County Clerk for 
filing with the original copies of the consolidated 
statement. Most newspapers will make an additional 
charge for each additional firm name.

2. QUESTION: Who must file the required new 
statement of doing business under a fictitious name? 

ANSWER: All individuals, partnerships and 
corporations which operate under names not their 
own must file. All old certificates expired June 
30, 1971. 


3. QUESTION: What is a Fictitous Firm Name? 

ANSWER: One that does not include the 
surname of the operator, or one that implies the 
ownership participation of others such as Brothers, 
Sons, Associates, Company": or if a corporation 
owner, a name different from that registered in the 
Articles of Incorporation. 

4. QUESTION: What is the purpose of the ficti¬ 
tious name procedure? 

ANSWER: The requirements have been in ef¬ 
fect in California since 1872 and are designed to 
protect the consumer by enabling him to identify 
the person or persons with whom he is realk/ dealing.

13. QUESTION: Will a change in residence ad¬ 
dress of an individual or member of e general part¬ 
nership doing business under a tiled fictitious name 
make necessary a publication when filing is repeated 
at the end of each five year period? 

ANSWER: Yes, publication will be required 
when re-filing is made at the end of each five 
year period if there has been an"/ "change in 
information" which makes a new statement differ 
from the old one. If there have been no changes 
in the statement from one five year period to the 
next, no additional publication will be required. 
However, this issue cannot be raised until 1976 and 
the years thereafter.

5. QUESTION: Must all firm presently doing busi¬ 
ness under fictitious names file new statements? 

ANSWER: Yes, all must re-file under new 
code sections of the Business and Professions Code 
which replace those in the Civil Code: The new 
sections are 17900-17930 and also Sections 7540 
and 10159.5 and Section 10522.5 of the Business 
and Professions Code, and Section 12300.2 of the 
Financial Code. 


14. QUESTION: Is it mandatory that a single 
style of printed form be used in filing and pub¬ 
lishing of Fictitious Name Statements? 

ANSWER: County Counsel of Los Angeles 
County has ruled that any form is acceptable pro¬ 
vided it is of the B’/j by 11-inch dimensions pres¬ 
cribed by the State Judicial Council for forms, 
and provided it embraces all items specified in 
Section 17913 of the Business and Professions Code, 
and without regard to other material that ma*/ be 
printed on the forms for Identification or informa¬ 
tional purposes. 


6. QUESTION: Must all firms doing business 
under a fictitious name publish at the time of filing? 

ANSWER: County Clerk of Los Angeles County 
has ruled that effective July 1, 1971, all registrants 
under the new law must publish. 

7. QUESTION: Precisely what is the process for 
publishing? 

ANSWER: Publication must be made once a 
week for four weeks in a qualified newspaper cir¬ 
culating in the area of the affected business. Publica¬ 
tion must be commenced within 30 days after filing. 
And proof of publication must be filed with the 
County Clerk within 30 days after completion of 
publication.

15. QUESTION: After July 1, 1971, will all new 
filings require pubication? 

ANSWER: All new filings will require pub¬ 
ication until December 31, 1976. (Ruling of the 
County Clerk of Los Angeles County.) 

16. QUESTION: What other values do registrants 
gain through publication of Fictitious Firm Names? 

ANSWER: Evidential proof of priority is esta¬ 
blished in the event competitors later use or file 
under the same name. Also their is direct advertising 
value for the firm through publication four times 
in a local newspaper of substantial circuation of the 
name and address of the business, it being noted 
that newspapers frequently print such names in 
black face type In capital letters, spaced separately. 


9. QUESTION: What is the penalty for failure 
to file and publish? 

ANSWER: One penalt/ will be Inability to 
maintain a court action until the law has been com¬ 
plied with. In addition, most banks demand evidence 
of filing and publication prior to opening an ac¬ 
count under a fictitious firm name.

But like Tennyson’s brook, elec¬ 
tions go on and on forever; and already quite a few men 
and women across the country are off and running for 
some quite prestigious offices at stake in 1974. 

In a brief survey of gubernatorial and senatorial 
contests upcoming. The Wall Street Journal tabs the 
following: 

In California, the succession to Ronald Reagan is 
being sought by Democrats Edmund Brown Jr., Secretary 
of State; Assembly Speaker Robert Moretti, Senate Leader 
George Moscone, State Senator James Mills, Representa¬ 
tive Jerome Waldie, and San Francisco Mayor Joseph 
Alioto. Attorney General Evelle Younger is a Republican 
probable, and Presidential aide Robert Fich, former Cali¬ 
fornia lieutenant governor, and present Lieutenant Gover¬ 
nor Ed Rcinecke are mentioned as possibles. Finch, how¬ 
ever, may take on Democratic U.S. Senator Alan Cran¬ 
ston, a challenge Governor Reagan is also said to be 
considering. 

Still in the governor scramble. New York’s Nelson 
Rockefeller now seems a strong bet to seek re-election, 
as a better prsidential springboard than a Cabinet posi¬ 
tion. 

Senatorially, in other states two Republicans. Rep. 
Robert Steele and former Wall Streeter Dan Lufkin are 
eyeing Sen. Abraham Ribicoff’s Connecticut seat; Illinois’ 
Democratic Senator Adlai Stevenson probably will be 
challenged by Cost of Living Council Director Donald 
Rumsford; Gov. Robert Ray of Iowa is expected to con¬ 
tend against Demo Senator Harold Hughes; and Gover¬ 
nor Dale Bumpers of Arkansas may take on fellow Demo 
Senator Wm. Fulbright. Washington talk, however, has it 
that Fullbright is strongly considering retirement, in favor 
of a lecture career on foreign relations.

If So You Must 
Re-Register It Now!

New Law in effect: 

A prediction that 3(X),000 firms doing business in California 
under fictitious trade names will re-file under the new fictitious 
firm name law was made this week by William G. Sharp, county 
clerk of Los Angeles County. Sharp is chairman of a committee of 
county clerks which has been preparing procedures for the new 
statute. 

The new requirement for re-filing of all firm names goes into 
effect July 1, 1971, but Sharp said the filings will be accepted by 
the county clerk’s offices beginning Monday, and he urged early 
filing in order to avoid the rush just before the July 1 deadline. 
The filing fee under the new law will be $10. Filings must be 
renewed hereafter at five year intervals. 

The Los Angeles county clerk also pointed out that the historic 
publication requirement has been continued under the new law 
and that publication of the statement once a week for four suc¬ 
cessive weeks in a newspaper of general circulation in the neigh¬ 
borhood of the affected business is required whenever there has 
been any change in the information contained in the certificate 
previously filed. Publication will not be required in instances 
where there has been no change in the information carried in the 
old certificate. 

A fictitious name. Sharp pointed out, is one that does not include 
the surname of the operator or one that implies the existence of 
other owners; or, if a corporation, if it includes a name other than 
the name given in the articles of incorporation. 

The purpose of the fictitious business name procedure is to 
protect the consumer in enabling him to find out the person with 
whom he is really dealing, Sharp said. If he has been defrauded by 
the “John Doe Television and Time Clock Repair Shop’’ and the 
shop is really owned and operated by “Richard Roe’’ or the “East 
Ganawanda Land and Farming Corporation,” the consumer can 
find in the fictitious name statement information for bringing suit 
for damages. The procedure provides a ready source of in¬ 
formation concerning identity realities obscured by fictitious 
business or trade names. Most banks now require evidence that 
the fictitious filing and publication requirements have been met 
before they will open an account under a fictitious name. 

The office of each county clerk will furnish forms required by 
the new law or information and forms from this newspaper.
